Vancouver, March 18.—Seizure 
was made of shares owned by Dr. 
Ernest Hall, of Victoria, in the 
Canada Financiers Trust Com¬ 
pany to-day, on behalf of Ezra 
Carlow, an ex-detective of Vic¬ 
toria, who recently secured judg¬ 
ment for damages in a slander 
suit against Dr. Hall. 


Victoria's Memorial Avenue

Montreal Women's Club which 
has adopted the Victoria idea, and 
is getting the .co-operation of 
public organizations in the Prov¬ 
ince of Quebec to holp carry out 
the scheme. 

Seattle is taking a keen interest 
in the Memorial Avenue here. A 
great many Britishers in Seattle 
and adjoining places went over¬ 
seas with the Canadian forces, and 
endeavors are being made to help 
to raise funds with which to es¬ 
tablish the avenue in Victoria.

Williams Lake, March 15.—There 
is but one topic of conversation in 
Williams Lake to-day, and that is 
gold. Never before in the history of 
the town has excitement reached 
such a pitch. Newcomers are rolling 
in already, notwithstanding the fact 
that the trails are not yet dear of 
snow, and miners are outfitting, tak¬ 
ing advantage of the hard condition 
of the trail to take in their machin¬ 
ery. Since the discovery of Cedar 
Creek by Platt and Lines last year, 
numbers have staked, until the 
claims have reached* as high as ten 
miles above the discovery. The pros¬ 
pects from these claims are rich, 
some panning as much as $40 a pan. 
\V\ H. Meikle is taking out an outfit 
and will commence work as soon as 
the snow clears from his claim. 

Hotels Crowded. 

All day long outfits are leaving 
Williams Lake, and no one is idle. 
Both hotels are crowded, rooms be¬ 
ing at a premium. The regular week¬ 
ly stuge has been augmented and in 
future three stages a week will serve 
the country south of Ketthley Creek 
to Cedar Creek and Quesnel Forks. 

One of the old-timers l was speak¬ 
ing to to-day made the statement 
that the activity in the Cariboo this 
Summer will rival in excitement the 
Klondike rush, but with the differ- 
®nce that there is lots for most peo¬ 
ple. Naturally prospectors will not 
talk freely. They look exceedingly 
tvlse and say "yes" and ‘‘no” and are 
cautious; but one and all are hopeful 
and confident, and from the twinkle 
in their eyes, I think they are posi¬ 
tive. 

Town Grows. 

Mrs. Campbell is opening a store at 
Quesnel Forks, which place has al¬ 
ready assumed the proportions of a 
fair-sized town. The trail between 
Williams Lake and the diggings has 
been packed by the feet of many 
horses and men. At present only the 
experienced miners are going in, but 
when the trail thaws out. many hun¬ 
dreds will be passing into the rich 
area of Quesnel Lake and up to 
Barkerville. where the great strikes 
were made in the ’60's. 

There are two groups of enthusi¬ 
astic and excited miners in William# 
Lake at present—those favoring Ce¬ 
dar Creek and those who pin their 
faith to the Whitewater Creek. 

Joe Tretheway left to-day for his 
claim on the latter ereek. He has a 
diamond drill coming up and intends 
to commence work ps soon as his 
machinery arrives. His teams are 
waiting for its arrival.

Gyro, Kum- 
tuks, Kiwants, and Rotary Clubs, and 
throughout the Province by Provin¬ 
cial organizations and Women’s In¬ 
stitutes. This movement by the med¬ 
ical profession to take the public in¬ 
to its closer confidence in health 
matters has been well received, and 
has elicited much favorable comment.

March 18.—Disquieting 
conditions still prevail along the* 
frontier belween Southern Ireland 
and Ulster, according to messages 
received in Dublin to-day. 

A message from Clones said three 
of the principal bridges within a 
radius of thirty miles of Clones, on 
the northern frontier, had been 
blown up, cutting communications 
between the counties of Fermanagh 
and Cavan. A stretch of road along < 
the frontier between Clones and 
Cavan also was blown up. 

The publicity department of the 
Dali Eireann to-day issued a long 
list of outrages alleged to have been 
committed by the special constabu¬ 
lary in County Fermanagh since 
March t>. 

In Belfast. ' 

Belfast, March 18.—Terrorists, who 
had remained under cover all of 8t. 
Patrick's Day. resumed their activities 
in the evening. Shortly after the 
curfew hour'a news vendor proceed¬ 
ing homeward on his bicycle was shot 
through the breast, and a man was 
shot and killed in Newtonards Road. 

A bomb waa thrown in Thompson 
Street, the missile wounding several 
persons. 

A girl who was founded by the 
bomb died after being taken to a 
hospital.

County Fermanagh, and The City 
Council of Armagh. 

Dinner in London. 

London. March 18.—"The King and 
the Irish Free State,” was the toast 
at a St. Patrick's Day dinner by the 
Irish Club last night at which Winston 
Churchill. Secretary for the Colonies 
was the principal guest. 

Mr. Churchill declared; 

"A year ago the name Irish Free 
State had not been wrought in the 
history of the world. Now It has 
become a name as familiar as that 
of the most powerful countries in 
Europe and America. Long may it 
prosper and flourish.” 

After praising the new regime, un¬ 
der which he said the future relations 
between the two islands would be 
established on an unbreakablo foun¬ 
dation, he continued: 

"Whatever, may be the decision in 
Ireland, whatever may be the polit¬ 
ical action entailed by the Irish pol¬ 
icy. whatever the consequences to 
parties. Governments or individuals, 
we stand solidly by the treaty, the 
whole treaty and nothing but th« 
treuty In law and in spirit. We are 
marching on that path and you will 
find we shall make good what we 
have promised, signed and shaken 
hands on. The rest is with you. If 
we do our part, never again can] 
Ireland reproach Britain.”

TO HOLD MEETING 


A number of friends and ac¬ 
quaintances of Dr. Ernest Hall 
held a meeting last night to dis¬ 
cuss what plans should be taken 
to aid him in the present difficul¬ 
ties. It was decided to hold a 
meeting at the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce rooms on Monday night, 
commencing at 8 o’clock, when the 
Rev. William Stevenson will take 
the chair. In a statement to The 
Times to-day the Rev. William 
Stevenson said that the proceed¬ 
ings at the meeting on Monday 
would he conducted by the friends 
of Dr. Hall and Mr. North without 
prejudice or relation to any exist¬ 
ing proceedings of the various liti¬ 
gants.

"The response on the part of th« 
citizens which is beginning to b« 
manifest proves beyond all peradven- 
ture that the spirit of fair play is 
still the dominant factor of this city 
The great majority of our pqopb 
to-day demand fair play, and wil 
deeply resent a blow, even from Mr 
Higgins, if it strikes below the belt 

"If I have done wrong I am willing 
i to bear the penalty, bur l am glad t< 
say that where 1 endeavored to do 
right the citizens of Victoria are will 
me to the finish,” concluded Dr. Hall 
Fight To Finish. 

Pressed for a statement as to his 
intentions in regard to the legal pro¬ 
ceedings, Dr. Hall intimated that he 
would not throw up his hands, bid 
rather would stay and fight the issue 
out. * even if it takes my last cent.” 
.concluded the Doctor. 

Second Group of Cases. 

The trials of Carlow versus North 
is set down for Monday, and that of 
Macdonald versus North for the fal¬ 
lowing day.

Third Group of Cases.

On the personal undertaking of J. 
B. Clearihue. solicitor for Dr. Ernest 
Hall, the Sheriff withdrew his bailiffs 
from the home and office of the 
Doctor late yesterday afternoon. In 
occupation of home and office for 
some twenty-four hours, the costs 
due to the sheriff for this service 
was $167, it was stated. 

Sheriff Withdraws. 

In a special chambers sitting be¬ 
fore Mr. Justice Morrison late yester¬ 
day afternoon the whole question of 
the stay of execution, sheriffs pro¬ 
ceedings. and security bonds, was 
taken up and though counsel for tho 
respective parties could not reach an 
agreement. Mr. Clearihue was suc¬ 
cessful in having the sheriff take his 
bailiffs out of possession, on an 
undertaking that the account for $107 
would be paid forthwith. 

Discussion Acrimonious. 

This arrangement was arrived at 
after u very stormy session in court, 
when counsel failed to find a com¬ 
mon ground, and the proceedings 
ended in .the order previously made 
as to payment of costs and security 
forthwith, pending an appeal, being 
upheld by the court. A serious tilt 
took place between Frank Higgins, 
K. C., for 'the plaintiffs, and Mr. 
Clearihue for the defendants. In 
which no little neat was generated, 
and the* discussion at times becaiN 
acrimonious. 

Had Cheque Ready* 

Mr. Clearlhuo re-iterated that ho 
had a marked cheque for Mr. Hig¬ 
gins’ costs in his pocket when he 
called on him, and that he had so 
told#Mr. Higgins; that he had not 
understood the security was tq be 
made "forthwith," but only the costs, 
and that In spite of this Mr. Higgins 
had put the sheriff in as soon as his 
back was turned. 

Refused to Treat.

London, March 18.—(Canadian 
Press Cable)—Employers in the en¬ 
gineering industries state that two 
unions have agreed to sign a memo¬ 
randum reaffirming the right of the 
employers to Mce.relee managerial 
functions In the matter of regulating 
tho overtime of workmen. Forty- 
seven other allied unions are now 
balloting on the question. The re¬ 
jection of tho employers' claim by 
tho engineering union recently was 
the cause of the lockout put into 
effect by the employers a week ago. 

Building Trades. 

Louden, March 18.—(Canadian 
Press Cable)—A provisional settle¬ 
ment has been reached in the build¬ 
ing trades dispute affecting 700,000 
operatives. The men’s representa¬ 
tives. in conference with employers, 
yesterday agreed to accept a gradu¬ 
ated reduction of wages and modifi¬ 
cation of the number of hours of 
work each week, commencing 
April 1. 

Tho employers proposed to extend 
the present forty-four hour week to 
a maximum of fifty hours a week 
in Summer, with a shorter week in 
the Winter.

Tokio, March 18.—A resolution in¬ 
troduced by tho opposition express¬ 
ing lack of confidence in the Gov¬ 
ernment was defeated yesterday in 
Parliament, the Government receiv¬ 
ing a majority of 100 votes. Six 
hours of debate preceded the ballot¬ 
ing. 


London. March 18.—Viscount Peel, 
former Under Secretary of the War 
and Air Ministry and Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster In the present 
Mlifistry, has been appointed Secre¬ 
tary of State for India, succeeding 
Edwin S. Montagu, who resigned last 
week. 

Viscount Peel is a member of the 
House of Lords and his appointment 
is in line with the forecast that Pre¬ 
mier Lloyd George was likely to name 
a peer to replace Mr. Montagu so 
that another by-election might be 
avoided. Viscount Peel is a XTnionist. 
Born in 1867, he. was educated at 
Harrow' and Oxford and was called to 
the bar in 189:’.. Before succeeding 
to the peerage in 1912 he Served sev¬ 
eral years as member of Parliament 
for Manchester and for Taunton. 


Sydney. N. S., Mar<;h 18.—Because 
he says they giggled so loudly In 
church that they broke up his ser¬ 
vices, Rev. Mr. Robe'rtson. a colored 
preacher had four colored girls sum¬ 
moned to police court yesterday.

Breaking of Rope Caused 
French Tragedy 


Paris. March 18.—Two soldiers, 
helping to hold a balloon to the 
ground during manoeuvres yesterday 
at the Angers Flying Field, were car¬ 
ried aloft when the bug was freed by 
the breaking of one of the ropes. 

One of the men let go when about 
120 feet in the air, and died of his in¬ 
juries. The other succeeded in secur¬ 
ing the rope about him, and was car¬ 
ried some distance at a high altitude. 
The bag finally came down to within 
a short distance of some bushes, and 
the soldier Jumped, landing unhurt. 


Messages From King George 
* and Curzon 


To Go to Arctic; Has Been in 
Norway 


Cairo. March 18.—King George of 
Great Britain ami Lord Curzon, tho 
British Foreign Secretary. tele¬ 
graphed Ahmed Fuad Pasha, who 
was proclaimed King of Egypt 
March 16, their congratulations and 
expressions of their desire for the 
•uccess of the new regime and that 
(he monarch might live long to en¬ 
joy the fruits of Egyptian inde¬ 
pendence. King Fuad replied, as¬ 
suring the senders of his constant 
friendship atjd his desire to maintain 
tho closest relations with Great 
Britain. 

The Egyptian army was reviewed 
by the King to-day. As he was re¬ 
turning to his palace a demonstra¬ 
tion by students took place in which, 
according to reports which the 
authorities have not confirmed, shots 
were fired by the police or soldiers, 
wounding three of the demonstrators.

grammar. Owing to domestic cir¬ 
cumstances the master preferred not 
having a public examination this 
year. 

The number of children on the 
books is seventeen, all of whom are 
boys. Their ages vary from six to 
fifteen : ears, t.iere being seven boys 
under tan years of ago and ten of 
ten years and upwards; nine are 
hoarders and the remainder day 
scholars. Of these latter three are 
of the luboring class. That only three 
boys and no girls of this class attend 
the Colonial School at Victoria is a 
remarkable and, I think, rather a 
painful fact. As to'what may be the 
real causes of this deficiency I do 
not feel myself able to speak with 
confidence. There is evidently a feel¬ 
ing unfavorable to. the school exist¬ 
ing among some of the people chief¬ 
ly on the alleged ground of trie ir¬ 
regularity of the master’s attend¬ 
ance. With regard to this complaint 
I will only state the fact that during 
the three months immediately pre¬ 
ceding the examination mentioned 
above there were given one whole 
and five half-day holidays, and of 
these I believe that a part were given 
on aecoimt Of the necessary absence 
of the master on other duties. 

In answer to the question as to 
what children had been removed from 
the school during the last twelve 
months and on what grounds, the 
master writes: "Many children, have 
left during the last twelve months, 
hut as to what schools they have gone 
to or for what reasons they left 1 
have not been made acquainted.” 
Some girls formerly at this school 
have been placed at a girls' school, 
but none of the laboring class. Two 
boys have been removed and placed 
at the Roman Catholic school lately 
established at V’ictorla, partly on tl* 
ground of distance and partly for 
the reason I have a’.ready specified. 

With regard to the conduct of the 
children I have heard no complaint. 

I have been always pleased with their 
conduct and attention whenever 1 
have visited the school. 

I wish I could speak In terms 
equally favorable of their attend- 
attendance. This is exceedingly de¬ 
fective and Irregular. During the 
three months preceding the examin¬ 
ation there were absent of the day 
scholars one above sixty days, four 
above thirty days, two above twenty 
days, and one above fifteeen flays 
This fact alone will account for much 
deficiency, as it is Impossible that I 
children should make due progress 
in their learning who are frequently 
absent from school. 

Classification Difficult. 

In answer to a question relating to 
the organization of the school, the 
master replies. “In consequence of the 
different ages and abilities of the 
children l am unable to classify 
them.” They are therefore taught in 
detail or grouped miscellaneously. It 
is perhaps owing to this method that 
the younger children do not make 
that progress which could be de¬ 
sired. 

This school is not well supplied with 
books and other requisites—a seri¬ 
ous defect. 1 would suggest that an 
adequate supply should he ordered 
from England or San Francisco at the 
earliest opportunity. The books pub¬ 
lished by the Commissioners of Na¬ 
tional Education in Ireland are very 
suitable to a school of this descrip¬ 
tion and are very cheap.

WHY STARS TWINKLE. 


If you look up at the heavens on 
a clear, starry night, you will notice 
that some of the myriad bright 
points’ 1 twinkle, whilst other s shin e 
with a perfectly steady light. 

Those which shine with unwaver¬ 
ing brilliance are the planets, worlds 
like our own earth, which revolve, 
as it does, round the sun. But the 
twlnklers are stars. They are them¬ 
selves distant suns, many of them 
bigger than our own. 

Our Run, for instance, is 800,000 
miles In diameter, but Betelgeuse, n 
star in the great constellation of 
Orion, is no less than 200.000.000 
miles across! 

Now. why should planets shine 
steadily and stars twinkle? Some 
people are satisfied with the answer 
that twinkling is caused by the misti¬ 
ness of our atmosphere. But that 
is no explanation at all. for planets 
must send their rays through Just 
the same amount of atmosphere as 
stars. ^ 

The real reason Is twofold. In the 
first place, the stars are thousands 
and thousands of times more distant 
than the planets, so that their rays 
have to pass over far greater dis¬ 
tances of space to reach us. Now. 
though there is no air in space, there 
are countless millions of tiny bodies 
constantly traveling through it. Some 
are no bigger than pebbles, others 
are of great size. It is those bodies 
passing through the rays of a star 
that are the main cause of the 
twinkling. 

The other reason is that, whilst 
the planets have no light of their 
own. but merely reflect the sun's 
brilliance, the stars are always send¬ 
ing out their own light, which is 
more brilliant at some times than at 
others.—Tit-Bits.

GERMANS FEAR FORTUNE RESIGNS 

TYPHUS WAVE PROHIBITION OFFICE 


Berlin, March 18.—All letters and 
parcel post packages coming out of 
Russia are being held in Berlin un¬ 
touched. The German postal em¬ 
ployees, following a physician's an¬ 
nouncement that employees In the 
Reval post office had been Infected 
from handling Russian mall, refused 
to handle such mall here until the 
Minister of Posts has given orders 
for its disinfection against typhus. 

Large amounts of Russian mail 
have been sent through Germany for 
America, and only a portion of it is 
known to have been disinfected. 

There is considerable alarm in 
German medical circles over a fre- 
port that typhus has broken out 
among the great population of tho 
Volga district, and fear Is expresseo 
that the plague may break out in 
Central Europe in view of the large 
number of Russian refugees coming 
in without inspection, having evaded 
the customs guards. Hundreds of 
Germans, Russians and Poles aro 
known to have crossed the Russian 
border and come into Germany dur¬ 
ing the last few months. 

Information received by the Ger¬ 
man Rod Cross Is that the Volga 
plague situation is serious. The 
population has been weakened by the 
many months of famine, during 
Y\hich people have been living on the 
flesh of cats and dogs.

Under tho provisions of the decree, 
co-operative associations and private 
persons are granted the right inde¬ 
pendently to purchase abroad and 
import goods into Soviet Russia, and 
foreign firms are permitted to carry 
on import and export business In 
Soviet Russia on their own account.

A sequence of pictures 
showing the development of the Pres¬ 
ton Soldiers’ Community area, soldier 
settlement In the Prince George area, 
and also in the Merville area, show¬ 
ing the tractors at work, and in some 
cases the ploughing finished and land 
under cultivation, even to the plant¬ 
ing of fruit trees. 

Speaking with regard to the great 
Sumas reclamation project,' Colonel 
Davies said ho considered they were 
Justified in paying the increased 
amount of money per acre for such 
splendid land as found in that area. 
Pictures of some of the settlement 
houses were shown, and photographs 
of crops and gardens. A photograph 
of an apple tree bearing unusually 
large "Wealthy** apples, taken In the 
Merville area, called forth ‘‘Oh's" of 
admiration from the audience. 

After the last of the pictures had 
been thrown on the screen. Colonel 
Davies brought his lecture to a close 
by giving information regarding tho 
work of the Soldier Settlement Board, 
the selection of land and the. value 
thereof and the granting of assistance 
to applicants, etc.

L. L.,4 H. 

Jack Harkley arrived in Stewart 
Mat Saturday with several hundred 
pounds of ore samples from hia prop¬ 
erty, the L. L. & H., on Bitter Creek, 
Bays The Portland Canal News. After 
spending two or three days tn town 
he returned to the property to con¬ 
tinue the work of extending the tun¬ 
nel. The work that Harkley has done 
on hia property this Winter has 
proven it to he one of the most prom¬ 
ising properties in the camp. When 
he started worjc on the crosscut it 
was thought the tunnel had cut the 
first two leads, and that the second 
was 46 feet wide, but the first shot 
dispelled this Idea, for It broke into 
more ore, and when the wall wai 
reached the lead proved to be 60 feel 
wide. The depth from the surface is 
about 140 feet. 

Thla lead, which is only a fool 
wide on the surface, is traceable for 
1.200 feet Thus Harkley has proven 
up a tremendous tonnage of ore. He 
has returned for the purpose of con- 
tinning the tunnel, with the idea of 
nutting the third lead, which on thei 


surface is quite large, and which he 
expects to strike in about 40 to 5C 
feet. At first he thought that he 
would get this lead in 30 feet, bu 
recent work on the ‘property ha* 
proved that he will have to go ai 
least another 40 feet. 

It does not appear that this prop¬ 
erty can be considered a high grade 
prosposition; but it does contain a 
tremendous tonnage of a good grade 
milling ore, with gold values pre¬ 
dominating, and silver coming sec¬ 
ond. 

Clreat credit is due to the owner 
for the manner in which he has held 
onto and developed this property 
throughout the Winter.

The City Council is Just wasting 
its time in its new efforts to force 
the School Board to cut teachers’ 
salaries, members of the Board de¬ 
clared to-day after they had read of 
the Council’s economy plans. The 
School Board, they said, had consid¬ 
ered possible reductions of salaries 
when the Council first asked for 
such cuts and had come to the con¬ 
clusion that it would be disastrous 
to reduce teachers’ salaries now. The 
Council’s new request and determin¬ 
ation to force reductions would not 
change this opinion, they declared. 

If teachers’ salaries were reduced, 
the Trustees assert, a largo number 
of the best teachers In thd City 
would leave Victoria at the end of 
the term and seek positions else¬ 
where. This the Trustees explained, 
would have disastrous effects upon 
the whole system and might preclpl-, 
t;U.e another debacle such as Re¬ 
curred at the High School last year 
when most of the matriculation 
students failed In their examinations. 

City Employees’ Attitude. 

After the Trustees’ attitude be¬ 
came clear. It was made known that 
City Hall employees, who have agreed 
to a ten per cent, salary cut, would 
not accept such a reduction volun¬ 
tarily unless teachers’ salaries also 
were cut. As a matter of fact, the 
Salary Arbitration Coinrillttee, which 
yesterday recommended this ten per 
cent, cut, did so with the idea that 
t he School Board would decide to j 
cut salaries commencing in Septem- , 
her next. In order to give the 
Board an opportunity of doing this 
the Committee, in fact, recommends 
that no City Hall salaries shall he 
reduced until duly 1. To-day It de¬ 
veloped that, if the School Board did 
not make the desired reductions. City 
Hall employees would refuse to ac¬ 
cept cuts and would, If necessary, 
apply for an arbitration hoard to con¬ 
sider the whole question. 

To 8ign With Reservations. 

Alderman E. S. Woodward, whose 
signature did not appear In the Sal¬ 
ary Arbitration Committee’s report 
when it came before the Council yes- 
; terday, announced to-day that he 
would sign the document with cer-

prove that an English farmer, even 
if he should arrive with capital, would 
have a happy time, or a prosperous 
time, on a B. C. farm. The lecturer 
referred to by Mr. Robinson was 
quite right: for though the truth 
may discourage the majority. It will 
not deter from emigration those w)io 
have 'the qualities needed for suc¬ 
cess. 

The English farmer does not want 
picture-shows, but both he and his 
wife are most certainly used to a 
far more comfortable life than they 
can possibly get farming out here, 
and it is only right that they ahould 
bo told the truth before they conic. 

Permanent and satisfactory settle¬ 
ment Is only hindered by immigra¬ 
tion based on anything less than the 
whole solid truth. The present Gov¬ 
ernment seems, at any rate as far 
as our Agent-General is concerned, to 
have recognized this, and the fact 
will do more to re-awaken British 
confidence In this Province, and to 
secure it the right type of settlers 
in the future, than any amount of 
money spent on wild and romantic 
fiction compiled as bait for British 
geese. A country built on broken 
faith on the one side, and on broken 
hearts on tho other, will only slide 
financially and socially and morally 
down Into u position degraded and 
unenviable. Most of the tragedies of 
the past, and (apart from inevitable 
and world-wide after-war conditions) 
much of the unemployment of the 
present, in Canada, are directly trace¬ 
able, by anyone with intelligence, to 
what has hitherto been a disastrous 
policy of misrepresentation. 

Your correspondent la correct in 
saying that little is known In the 
Old Country of life in B. C.; but he 
Is mistaken in supposing that noth¬ 
ing much has been done to advertise 
the Province there. For In almost 
every town, and In most villages, have 
been distributed pamphlets and 
newspaper articles on Canada in gen¬ 
eral and B. C. also—full, however, of 
glaring inaccuracies or misleading 
statements of fact.

Holes 
are also made for screws which fas¬ 
ten part E to part A. These last 
holes should be countersunk, for round 
head screws are to be used. 

Lay out the bracket E as shown In 
the diagram. The cut-out made in the 
top of this piece receives one of the 
arms that support the rollers. 

The rollers may be planed round 
from square pieces, or sections cut 
from a broom handle or any other 
round stick will do just as well. In the 
ends of the two arms that support 
the rollers bore holes that are a little 
larger than the shank of the round 
head screws that hold the rollers in 
place. This will allow the screws to 
turn freely with the rollers. Be sure 
to run each screw some distance Into 
the roller so that the roller is held 
firmly. 

The parts are not at all difficult to 
assemble. 

The bracket need not be finished 
but. If you wish, a coat of stain or 
paint may be applied.

Greater Immunity Than IVhitee 
From Measles and Other -< 
Maladies. t N 


Kansas Girls Can 
Dress on $90 a Y 


A LTHOUGH negroes have A 
higher general death rate than 
have whites, they enjoy a 
greater degree of immunity from a 
number of important diseases, says 
the statistical bulletin of the Metro¬ 
politan Life Insurance Company. A 
study of the facts may throw light 
upon the nature of these diseases, on 
the processes of immunization and on 
the racial traits and tendencies sf the 
colored people. 

Negroes are relatively free from 
such Important epidemic diseases as 
measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria* 
In the case of each, environmental 
conditions among the negroes would 
lead us to expect them to have higher 
cose and death rates than do ths 
whites. But as a matter of fact the 
reverse is the rule. Negro children, 
wherever the facts have been studied, 
have fewer cases of these diseases 
and fewer deaths in proportion to the. 
population exposed. The most reli¬ 
able data are those for deaths. 
Among white children Insured In the 
industrial department of the Metro¬ 
politan Life Insurance Company, for 
example, the death rate for measles 
for the ten-year period 1911 to 1920 
was 8.9 per 100.000; for colored Child¬ 
ren the rate was only 4.8. For 
diphtheria the figures for the same 
period are: White, 25.1; colored, 8.4.

Cotton stockings, 23 cent*. 

Four vests, 15 cents. 

Underwear, 49 cents a pair. 

Corset, 98 cents. 

Teddies, 68 cents. 

Gloves, handkerchiefs and other 
incidentals could be paid for with 
the remainder. 

A cafe owner, testfled that a 
woman could live on 60 cents a day 
for meals. He allowed doughnuts and 
coffee for breakfast, a hot sandwich 
and coffee for lunch and meat, po¬ 
tatoes and vegetables for dinner.

With reference to the epidemic 
diseases noted above, it should be re- 1 
membered that even though colored 
people have fewer cases of these con¬ 
ditions they are prone to suffer 
more severely when they are attack¬ 
ed. In other words, the case fatality 
rates for some of these Conditions, at 
least, are higher for the colored than 
they are for the whites. Their Im¬ 
munity, consists in their racial capa¬ 
city to resist Infection rather than In 
a superior resistance to the ravages 
of these diseases when once attack¬ 
ed.

If anyone 
ought to be able to give a reliable 
answer to the poignant question on 
all our lips, Mr. Graham is the man. 
For no one, with%perhaps the single 
exception of Dr. E. J. Dillon, knows 
Europe so extensively and with such 
minute knowledge of Its social con¬ 
ditions. Long before the Great War 
this English writer went on walking 
tours through Russia and other for- 
| eign lands. A super-tramp, he wan¬ 
dered from country to country and 
became a polyglot citizen of the 
world. He has journeyed with Rus¬ 
sian pilgrims to Jerusalem and with 
poor emigrants to the United States, 
he has felt the pinch of hunger 
among the black mountains of the 
Caucasus, and enjoyed the sunny 
splendors of lands along the Medi¬ 
terranean. But in the present volume 
this keen student of world pollticr 
and lover of his kind admits that In 
his recent trip to various capitals of 
Europe he has seen more wretched¬ 
ness. more despair, and more chaotic 
conditions than in all hia previous 
travels put together.

The severity of the British in¬ 
come tax may be judged by the

The number of unemployed con¬ 
tinued to increase during the past 
month. A statement issued by the 
American Chamber of Commerce in 
London shows tho severe declines in 
British trade last year. It gives Brit¬ 
ish imports in 1921 as only 74.3 per 
cent of their volume In 1913, while 
exports were only 49.8 per cent, of 
ihose of 1913.

Military Writer and Lecturer’s Comment 
on Our Army—Like John Drew 
and Laurence D’Orsay. 

C OLONEL REPINGTON looks like John Drew 
and sounds like I-Aurence D’Orsay. 

He is not as big as John Drew. As a 
matter of fact, when the famous English war 
critic, now lecturing in Canada, dawned upon the 
gaze of the eager newspaper correspondents at 
the Washington conference, there was an audible 
exclamation. For the gallant courtier of the 
Replngton memoirs, the self-accused confidante of 
statesmen and duchesses, the grim military ex¬ 
pert of the Times and the Post, whose writings 
throughout the war were quoted universally and 
considered to be politically potent, was a small, 
slight man, with opaque eyes and a rather con¬ 
scious elevation of the chin. The only sugges¬ 
tion of the military about him was Ills moustache, 
brushed up crisply. If he was a killer in duch¬ 
esses’ drawingrooms, then the Rotary Club is 
full of killers. For the colonel wore youthful 
clothes and brushed his hair with care—which 
are sure signs, in a man over 60, that he belongs 
to a once-a-week lunch club. 

But that Colonel Replngton was in the thick 
of things (In England) during the war cannot 
be denied. For a time, In the early part of the 
war, when he was writing as expert for the 
Times, he actually had a desk in the war office. 


Then Kitchener, who; according to Repington's 
diary, was made war minister at Repington’s in¬ 
sistence. ungratefully ejected the expert from the 
war office. 

He was at one time in court for breach of the 
censorship regulations, over something lie wrote 
about the conduct of the war. But it appeared 
his copy had been tampered with by an editor. 

Of all the thousands who were writing about 
the war, from humble parents of soldiers up to 
retired lieutenant-generals, Repington was the 
best known and most widely circulated. He had, 
as his diary exposed, a social acquaintance with 
most of the government in England or their 
wives or relatives: and by dint of skilful con¬ 
versation. obtained information which no other 
writing man could get, thus gaining for his 
articles a veracity in forecast that won him re¬ 
nown. 

Overseas, the Canadians had no contact with 
the colonel, whose circle was largely composed of 
Winston Churchill, dukes, duchesses, and field 
marshals. But in his famous diary he makes 
one reference to the Canadians. In 1916 he says: 

"The Canadians and Australians were very 
cock-a-hoop when they first came to the front. 
But they soon settled down and realized that they 
did not know everything.’’ 

But Colonel Repington will doubtless admit 
now that the Canadians were deliciously cock-a- 
hoop, say, at Paaschendaele, where they solved in 
48 hours a problem that had been distressing the 
colonel and his pen for weeks; and at Amiens 
and Cambrai.

University and the Congregational College in 
Montreal, he was ordained for the ministry of 
his father’s faith and labored in various charges 
for the next ten years. 

Throughout his preaching career he never 
lost touch with the soil, and in 1903 he decided 
to resume his original role of farmer. So back 
he went to the plough and ever since has been 
operating his own comfortable farm six miles 
north of Pilot .Mound, a community of which he 
is now the acknowledged Nestor. 

But he was never tue man to pursue a single- 
track career, and his interest in other phases 
of life lias been keen and continuous. He has 
always been ready to fill a pulpit and has taken 
a very active interest in educational matters, 
serving for two years as president of the Mani¬ 
toba School Trustees’ Association. But in recent 
years his chief enthusiasm has been the agrarian 
movement, of which he was one of the earliest 
promoters. He has never spared himself in pro¬ 
paganda work on its behalf, and as he has from 
his youth upwards been a constant- reader and 
an earnest student of social and economic prob¬ 
lems, he soon rose to prominence in the move¬ 
ment. 

He knows from long personal experience the 
many handicaps and injustices under which the 
western farmer labors, and, while he remained 
with the Liberal party up to 1911 and fought Lis-, 
gar then as their candidate, he has long Relieved 
that real redress could only come through the 
organization of a third party. He was only 
beaten in 1911 by a tiny majority, and owed his 
defeat, strangely enough, to farmers who knew 
better than anybody else the benefits of reci¬ 
procity. The settlers next the American border 
in that and other ridings were accustomed to 
haul their grain across the line by night to get 
the benefit of the higher prices offered at Ameri¬ 
can elevators, and they did not desire any eco¬ 
nomic change which might bring prices on both 
Bides of the border to the same level. 

At the first convention of the United Far¬ 
mers of Manitoba, Mr. Brown was on the spot 
as a locfcl delegate. He was soon a member of 
the executive and steadily held his seat. When 
it was discovered in 1919 that the political prin¬ 
ciples of Mr. R. C. Hendert, the existing presi¬ 
dent of the U.F.M., who had been sent to labor 
In the Ottawa field, had succumbed to the ener¬ 
vating atmosphere of the capital, the avenging 
angels were not slow to act, and the resignation 
of Mr.” Hendert was summarily demanded and 
secured. A successor of more robust temper had 
to be found, and Mr. Brown was unanimously 
chosen in bis place. He filled the office with 
acceptance in 1920 and 1921, but it was decided 
that he should not attempt to combine it with 
his parliamentary duties, and he was not a can¬ 
didate this year. 

A tall, stalwart figure of a man whose locks 
are deeply shot with grey, he probably conies to 
politics too late In life to have any prospects of 
a great career,V but he will be a useful member 
of the House. He is no violent radical, and be¬ 
longs to tbe right wing of the Progressive party, 
but he V’* stand fast by the new national policy 
which In ciped to frame, and no pleasant lun¬ 
cheons or flatteries of tbe rich and great will 
ever swerve him from his duty to his con¬ 
stituent

Bishop Gore referred to the position 
of native church in Japan, China, 
India, and Africa. 

These native churches, he said 
could no longer be scoffed at. They 
represented great communions. 
Statesmen within the last twenty 
years had become very respectful to¬ 
wards them. The claim for self- 
determination and the great ware of 
nationalist feeling had stirred these 
churches as much as the secular 
world. The nationalists pointed the 
finger of scorn at the native Chris¬ 
tians as renegades to their country 
and the latter in a large measure be¬ 
gan to feel they had been too content 
to forego their independence. 

"To-day," said Bishop Gore, "there 
is not a native church belonging to 
any denomination, excepting perhaps 
the Roman Catholic, which is not 
more or less up in arms against the 
English or the American missionary 
in the claim for an independent 
status. Within the last few months 
two diocesan synods have been rent 
asunder on the question of equal re¬ 
presentation of the native laity. 

"The missionaries have not been 
obstacles to nationalist movements 
Our own countrymen rather suspect 
them of being tainted with national¬ 
ism. Yet even the best of them tell 
us of all sorts of grave risks and 
dangers. Personally I think we have 
imposed our will on these churches 
long enough, and I am fully con¬ 
vinced that the risk has to be taken."

More Adequate Expression for 
Larger Outlook of the 
Present Age 

Toronto, March 18.—Copies of the 
Book of Common Prayer for Canada, 
of 1918, the result of the revision or¬ 
dered by the general synod of the 
Church of England In Canada, have 
■been received in the city. It Is 
pointed out In the preface that 
through thg> lapse of 300 years, many 
changes have taken place In the life 
of the church and its outlook on the 
world. 

The present life and larger outlook, 
It continues, are seeking more ade¬ 
quate expression than the Book of 
Common Prayer has hitherto afforded 
and seem to require judicious adapta¬ 
tion and enrichment of the book in 
order that, it may more fully meet the 
needs of the church in this age and 
in this Dominion. 

The chief results of the new re¬ 
vision are: 

The adaptation of rubrics to cus¬ 
toms generally accepted at the pres¬ 
ent time; the provision of the direc¬ 
tions for the combined use of the dif¬ 
ferent services; the adaptation and 
enrichment of the occasional offices; 
the supplying of forms for additional 
services in use throughout the church 
not provided for In the Book of Com¬ 
mon Prayer heretofore; the addition 
of many new prayers for special oc¬ 
casions; the revision of the calendar, 
the lectionary and the psalters. 

Prayers for use In peace and war 
and thanksgiving for victory are In¬ 
serted. 

The communion service follows the 
same form as formerly, the rules for 
Its conduct being the same In both 
books.

Knudson 
treasurer. Three names are men¬ 
tioned of ladies who consented to act 
as organists, viz., Mrs. Clyde. Mrs. 
C. Spofford and Miss McAdams 
Others named among the teachers 
I were Mr. Clyde, Mrs. S. Gowan and 
Mr. O’Neil. 

On February 6. 1887, the new Spring 
Pidge Chapel and Schoolhouse was 
dedicated, and In the year 1889 a 
church was organized and duly named 
Emmanuel Baptist Church. The 
present church edifice was erected In 
1S92, under the leadership of the 
pastor, Rev. P. H. McEwen. Follow¬ 
ing is a list of the pastors of the 
church since Its formation:

While in the 
Fraserburgh district, which may be 
taken as the centre of the presen 1 
movement, the sixth part of the 
community that can be classed at 
fisher-folk have been strongly af¬ 
fected by the upheaval, the remain¬ 
ing five-sixths have been touched 
only slightly, where touched at all; 
and while the fire of enthusiasm has 
spread with lightning ranidity and 
Intensity from one coast village to 
another. It has not spread inland 
It Is pointed out that U has followed 
hard upon an unusually had fishing 
season. Adversity has helped to 
bring the fisher people and their 
families to the mood of repentance 
and, what is perhaps more singular, 
ot sacrifice. Unusual prosperity was 
enjbyed. in some quarters at least, 
during the war, at a time when other 
sections of the population were suf¬ 
fering severely in pocket and at 
board; and the feeling appears to 
have spread that the effects of too 
great abundance of ‘this world’s 
gear’ have been spiritually deaden¬ 
ing, and that expiation must he made, 
not only for sins, but for luxuries.”

In the chapel of his ancestors at 
Arundel Castle. Sussex, England.

In Its 540 years of history the Fitz- 
alan Chapel, the burial place of the 
long line of Earls of Arundel and 
Dukes of Norfolk, whose carven effi¬ 
gies rest on every side, can rarely 
have witnessed a more impressive 
scene. 

The hell ceased to toll. Quiet¬ 
faced sisters of the Convent of St 
Wilfrid at the castle wall had taken 
their places In the stalls, and th^ con¬ 
gregation grouped itself In every 
vacant space among the monuments, 
when there was & hush as the duke 
—Just a healthy schoolboy in knick- 
bockers but with serious mien—step¬ 
ped into the chapel through a private- 
door, followed by his mother and her 
three little daughters, the Ladies 
Rachel, Katherine, and Winifred ; 
Howard, and other members of the : 
family and their friends. 

At the family stalls the little duke i 
stepped aside while his mother and i 
sisters took their places, and then sat 
in his father’s old seat at the corner, ; 
next to his mother. Through an op- i 
posite door the choir of the Church < 
of St. Philip Neri entered with the t 
priests. The singers grouped be¬ 
tween the tombs near the altar and i 
sang in unison a haunting hymn in i 
memory of the dead. 

The priests advanced to the foot of i 
the monument in the centre of the i 
chapel, and then the little duke left i 
his stall and Joined them. All eyes i 
were on the small boy as he set his 
Ups and, taking the flag of his house 
which covered the monument in both i 
hands, drow it forward and dropped :i 
It to the ground. He took one glance? • 
at Sir Bertram Mackennal’s bronze < 
effigy of his father lying in his Earl i 
Marshal’s robes and holding his baton 1 
of office, and returned to his mother’s 
side. i 

Canon McCall chanted a Latin 
blessing\and sprinkled the monument \ 
with holy water; then, returning to 
the altar and standing beneath the I 
great silver cross, he voiced the vlr- 1 
tues of Henry Fltzalan Howard,

FOUND VALUABLE 
CHRISTIAN ORDER 

To Transform Present Indus¬ 
trial Order 


A council of business men, with 
Sydney W. Pascal! as chairman, are 
promoting an organization, accord¬ 
ing to The Challenge, which alms "to 
rally men and women of goodwill en¬ 
gaged in the administration of in¬ 
dustry, commerce, and the profes¬ 
sions, for the application of Christian 
principles to industrial, commercial, 
and professiopal life." —- 

The peculiar contribution of this 
organization is that it seeks to or¬ 
ganize the Christian business or pro¬ 
fessional man as such, with a view to 
conjoint thought and action in con¬ 
nection with the application of Chris¬ 
tian principles to their special 
spheres in the economic system. 

There is, according to this paper, 
no difference of opinion as to the 
right to denounce all conduct and 
causes, whether individual or collec¬ 
tive, that tend to prevent the estab¬ 
lishment of the social order as a 
coming of the kingdom of God. This 
new organization promises help, first 
by facing the demands that Christian 
principles make upon the individual 
in his economic, relationships, by the 
examination and constructive criti¬ 
cism of industrial experiments tend¬ 
ing to the elimination of evil condi¬ 
tions and practices, and by the es¬ 
tablishment of the Christian stand¬ 
ard; then, by offering solutions found 
after practical experiment to others 
engaged in similar spheres of business 
activity. 

The council is already representa¬ 
tive of many sections of industry and 
commerce, and the professions, and 
proposes "to work for the transfor¬ 
mation of pie present industrial or¬ 
der Into a characteristically Chris¬ 
tian order, with the Christian ethics 
inspiring and governing it from end 
to end.” 


MAY 8E STOPPED 


Property Question Will Hold 
Up Presbyterains 

Toronto. March 18.—That the legal 
validity of the mooted union between 
the Presbyterian and any other Prot¬ 
estant church may become a live 
quection in the near future owing to 
the stand taken by the anti-unionists, 
seems to „be the general opinion of 
representative Presbyterians in the . 
city. They are reminded of the fact 
that when union between the two 
branches of the Presbyterion church 
in Scotland was accomplished during 
comparatively recent years, the "wee ! 
Frees," who were In the minority and 
were opposed to the union were able 
successfully to combat its validity in 
the courts and to retain for them¬ 
selves all the property belonging to 
their sect. 

"This talk of a speedy consumma¬ 
tion of the union between t{ie Pres¬ 
byterians and Methodists is on the 
face of it necessarily silly,” Rev. A. L. 
Geggie, of Parkdale Presbyterian 
Church said. "Before anything of a 
definite nature could be done, it 
would have to be endorsed by every 
provincial legislature in the Domin¬ 
ion. Otherwise it would be possible 
for the minority who remained op¬ 
posed to the union to enter claims 
that they were the Presbyterian 
church as constituted by parliament. I 
and that accordingly they were en¬ 
titled to all property, appertaining to 
the church. 

Church Constitutions Differ. 

. “You know," he continued, "our 
position is somewhat different from 
that of the Methodists. Their prop¬ 
erty is all held in the name of their 
denomination, so that what the of¬ 
ficers of their conference do with , 
regard to^it is binding. Our prop¬ 
erty, on / the other hand, is owned 
by ourselves, by the people of the 
church, and not in ttye name of our. 
denomination.” . 

Questioned as to his opinion on a 
resolution adopted by a meeting of 
Presbyterians in Hamilton. in which 
the moderator and the members of 
tho committee on union were re¬ 
minded of their "impropriety in de¬ 
voting time and expending moneys 
in the furtherance of an object clear¬ 
ly Illegal and without the sanction of 
a large body of the church members 
whose contributions are being used 
for the-purpose.” Principal Gandler 
of Knox College, pointed out that the i 
committee was acting on the orders ; 
of the general assembly. 

Ho referred to the fact that asser- I 
tious of illegality had been made in i 
the past. 

"These people have a right to act 
upon their opinions; tho Preaby- 
terlrfh church is a democracy. They 
can take any legal steps they deem 
advisable in the matter." 

Nothing Illegal. 

Dr. Gandler does not think, how¬ 
ever, that the assembly has done 
anything, as yet at any rate, which 
would warrant an action in the 
courts. "So far," he said, "every 
step taken has been in accordance 
with the constitution.”

Recommending detailed salary re¬ 
ductions, uveraging about ten per 
cent, the Civic Salary Arbitration 
Committee. laid its long-expected re-, 
port before the City Council yester¬ 
day afternoon. As stated in these 
columns before, the report asks the 
School Board Library Commission and 
Police Commission to reduce salaries 
ten per cent, these reductions to take 
effect with the reductions in City- 
Hall salaries July l of this year. Tho 
committee’s findings will be consid¬ 
ered by the council fully on Monday 
night. 

The report, in part, reads as fol¬ 
lows:
